IMPLEMENTS OF HUSBANDRY. 

The committee on Implements of Husband¬ 
ry. have to regret, that the number of the ar¬ 
ticles exhibited, which come within the scope ; 
of their duties, has been small. They consist¬ 
ed of five kinds of Pluughs, a Wheat Fan, a . 
cast iron Corn-Shelter and a Drill Machine, for ' 
the purpose of dropping and covering cotton 
seed. The committee were informed, how¬ 
ever, that the last mentioned implement was 
not littered for a premium—it was exhibited 
by tlioie enterprising manufacturers of Balti¬ 
more, Messrs. Sinclair 8c Moore. The culture 
of cotton may become an object of importance 
in the lowest counties of the state, but it is 
cultivated only in small parcels for domestic 
purposes, as far north as I albot county, where 
the frost sets in too early in the tall to admit 
of its becomings profitable crop for sale. This 
machine is therefore, not likely to become 
extensively useful in this part of the country. 
They have no doubt, however, that it will be 
worthy of attention in those slates, in which 
that important staple is cultivated upon an 
extensive scale. In its operation it makes a 
small furrow, it divides the cotton seed, which 
usually sticks together in large lumps, into 
small parcels, which may be increased or di¬ 
minished at pleasure, and drops them ihto the 
furrow at shorter or larger distances, which 
may also be increased or diminished ai pleas¬ 
ure. By a very simple contrivance it after¬ 
wards cover-up the seed

As to the 
throwing over of thirty thousand tceight of 


ammunition, a little reflection will convince 


any one, that if throwing overboard so 
small a quantity of freight would do any 
good, the leak could not be vety bad; and 
iflheleak had been any way dangeruu*, 
the Guns—a half a dozen of which weighed 
more than all the ammunition on board— 
would have been thrown over. When 
mariners undertake to lighten a ship, ihev 
do not lay bold of leather beds; but sei/.e 
those articles every oue of which tells us il 
goes over.

We are enabled to lay lefore our rea¬ 
ders the following official intelligence from 
Greece, received, by express, from Ancona. 

It is addressed to the Greek Deputies, and 
will be read with deep interest, as shewing 
the really successful efforts which the 
Greeks have made, in their recent conflicts 
with the enemy. 

“The Government hastens to commu¬ 
nicate to you the cheering intelligence of 
the successes of the Greek arms, both at 
Missolonghi, and in Caodia. 

Missolonghi was pressed by land by a 
persevering and enterprising enemy, and 
by sea by (he Constantinupolitan fleet, 
which had succeeded in sending into the 
port mure than 30 boats, which played uff 
their artillery on the town. The Greek 
fleet, although it had set off in-time to as¬ 
sist that fortress, was detained by contrary 
winds and calms, and with diffi u’.ty 2t 
vessels arrived there on the 22J uli. (3d 
August.) These attacked twice tbe whole 
ol the enemy’s fleet and forced it to flv in a 
shameful manner, with the |o*s of two br g«, 
which our seamen look aod burned, and 
leaving in the port the whole of their boats, 
of which the Greeks took the four largest 
without injuring them, with all the ammu¬ 
nition and provisions which were in them: 
they destroyed two other boats, and all the 
rest retreated towards the shore under tlje 
batteries, and became partly a prey to the 
flatties, ami partly were taken by the 
Greeks The flight of the enemy’s fleet 
was the more shameful, as they were only 
opposed by 15 of our vessels. This victo¬ 
ry was obioinrd between the 23d and 24 it 
ult. (4th and 5th Aug.) Two days previ¬ 
ously, the enemy, being excited by the be¬ 
sieged in Missolonghi, who incessantly de¬ 
fied them to the coinbat, and being inform¬ 
ed that the Greek fleet waB Coming to their 
assistance, aud that the place was at that 
moment in great want of every thing, at¬ 
tacked it severely onefour points at the 
same time, having filled up the trenches 
there, but they were courageously met, and 
lost more than a thousand men. 

When the enemy’s blockade had been 
raised, and the place had received the ne¬ 
cessary supplies of ammunition and provi¬ 
sions, there came to the rear of the enemy 
the troops of Zavellas and Caraiscakis, and 
other chiefs, to the number ol two thou¬ 
sand, which had arrived from the camp at

We are favored with the following in¬ 
teresting extract of a letter fioin Smyrna, 
Hated Aug. 30, lo a gentleman ol New 
York. 

“We have had a visit from the United 
States squadron under the commaud of Coin. 
Rodgers, consisting of the North Carolina, 
Constitution, Ontario, and Erie. This 
visit has had the effect of raising the Amer 
lean character to its full merit with the 
Turk*, and has without doubt contributed 
towards the establishment ol the most friend¬ 
ly relations with (be United States, as tile 
TurkA ate well disposed towards a nation 
that wants nothing of them hut a free trade. 
Some of the European powers may endeav¬ 
or to lay obstacles in your way at (be capi¬ 
tal; hovyever, you may rely that all will be 
riurmounted by proper management.— 
From several conversations we have had 
with some oTthe distinguished Ministers at 
Constantinople, we know that no difficul¬ 
ties will be made for a commercial Treaty 
with the United States, and that they will 
be treated on an equal footing with other 
nations. Even now American vessels citi 
go to Constantinople and to the Black Sea 
without the least difficulty on the part of 
the Turks.—There is therefore no reason 
to tpprebend that a treaty might not be oe- 
gociated that would be highly interesting to 
American commerce. We think (hat.Coin- 
raodore Rodgers has bad some comtuuuifca- 
tion with the Government on this subject, 
the result of which will be made public. 
During the short stay of the squadron in 
our port, almost all the inhabitants of this 
city visited the North Carolina, and were 
received and treated with tbe attention and

(14th August) the 
Greeks in Candia had gained possession of 
the fortresses of Grsmbimses and Kissn- 
nios, and that several of tbe provinces hod 
taken up ann9. 

“Seven hundred Candiotes who, after the 
catastrophe of their country, bad come to 
the Mnrea, and were in (he armies of the 
Peloponnesus, and in Westero Greece, 
thiukmg It a good opportunity, returned 
home with every thing necessary, and suc¬ 
ceeded in their hopes of lauding near the 
fortress of Grambouses. 

‘The Government is now seriously oc¬ 
cupied iu preparing a shipment of troops, 
ammunition, ficc. to help our countrymen tu 
Candia. We hops much from this ex¬ 
pedition, as all tbe Albanians who were jn 
that Islaud followed Ibrahim Pacba into 
the Morea; and no troops remain there of 
any consequence, excepuhe native Turks, 
many of whom also accompanied that 
Pacba, 

“Id the fortress of Grambouses, they 
found 27 pieces of canooo, and 20 mortars, 
and a great quantity of powder; which, 
although old can be made use of.

EXECUTION. 

James Reynolds was executed io New 
York on Saturday last pursuant to his sen¬ 
tence for the murder of Captain West 
He made a lull confession of hi* guilt both 
in prison and at the gallows. Nearly three 
columns ot the Commercial Advertiser are 
taken up with a detail of the proceedings 
and ceremonies on the occasion. This is 
giving t'>o much importance to such a man. 
—The only notice that ever ought to be 
taken of such characters is to publish the 
fact of their execution, that others may 
snow that retribution follows the cnirnnia- 
*iun of crime. Reynolds was but 22 years 
•if age. He has left an amiable young 
•vde, brothers aod sisters, and an aged la- 
'her. who accompanied him to the scaffold, 
where he shook hands with him and tuok 
in- Ipave forever, 

The following is the account Reynolds 
gives ol the mu. der. 

New York, Bridewell, Oct 21, 1825. 

“I confess to yoc, in the presence ol 
God, and his holy Angel., that 1 am a guil- 
• y man ,1 murdered Cap ain West on 
-aturday morning, before day light. H 
wen' to bed perfectly sober, and remained 
asleep during the night. About daybreak 
1 went into the cabin, took an axe io nty 
band, and struck turn a blow on the head 
which instantly kill' d him. I was alone- 
in all this there was no person with me, 
nor on board when it was committed, 
do also certify, (hat 1 was in«liga<ed to th 
whole ol tin* by I’own.ei.d, a wicked mat

A recent decision of Judge Bay, In 
South Carolina, on the following section 
an act passed by the Legislature of that 
•tate, is worthv of being recorded: — 

" The clause in the ,\ct of Assembly of 
this state, passed in December, 1823, un¬ 
der which jt is alleg'd these penalties aul 
forfeitures have been incurred, is in die 
following woul*:— “ That it shall not be 
lawful for ary citizen or other person to 
■bring into this stale under any pretence 
whatever, anv # «lave nr slaves from any port 
or place in the West Indie* or Mexico, nr 
any port of South America, or from Eu¬ 
rope, or from any sister stale which may he 
situated to the north of the rivei Potomac, 
or the city of Wa hington; neithe> shall ii 
be lawlul fiw anv person to bring into this 
state as his servant, any slave who has been 
carried out of die same, if at any time dur¬ 
ing the Absence of *uch slaves from this 
state, he or *he hath been in ports or places I* 
situated in Europe, in the West Indies, or 
any part of South America, or in Slate*' 
north of the Potomac, or City of Wash¬ 
ington; amT any person who shall bring 
into this state any slave, contraiy to the 
meaning of this act, shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of one thousand dollars, and Ihe 
aaid slave shall he forfeited to the state.” 

The facts of the case were briefly these: 

•‘1st. With respect to captain Hall, of 
the schooner Caroline, it appears that he 
left Norfolk, in Virginia aa master of the 
aaid schooner Caroline, and took with him 
<1 negro named George, as conk onboard 
said vessel, belonging to Mr. Richard 
Drummond of Norfolk, and touched at Bat 
timore to take in a caigo of flour for 
Charleston, whex« he remained three day 
loading, and sailed on Ihe 14tb October, for 
Charleston—that during his s'ay in Balti¬ 
more, the said negro George, never went 
on shore, as be was cook and forbidden to- 
.leave the vessel—that the said George i« 

« native of Virginia, was brought up there,

He proposed the thing to me tw 
or three times in a joking way, before 
thought of the kind enieied iny heart—h 
said, what an ea*y ma ter it would be t 
kill West and get all In* money. He ex 
peeled, no doubt, that lie had a large sum 
about him, but he was mistaken; for Capt 
West told me, that he had lef> all he had 
pi etty much, in the hands of a grocer, who 
n .tne I do no' recollect at piesent; I ti.tnk 
the sum wa* f.-ur or five hundred dollars

with him. 1 'hen dragged the ile:.d body 
on deck, without any assistance, where 1 
tietl a stone to hi* leet and a blanket a- 
round hia head, ami threw him overboard 
on Saturday morning. Tina wa* done 
without a moment's reflection. 1’he day 
previous I had no iniennou to kill him, lit* 
hi mey did not induce me to n; lor timi, 1 
kti'W tie had but little uboul him; and -e- 
cnndly, I did not stand in need ol any, fot 
I had enough und to spare; thirdly, the 
eaplum was very kind and IrienUly to me 
He told me whenever I wanted money to 
call on him ami I should have it; so that it 
wa* a momentary temptation, and 1 gave 
way to it. i wus but two weeks in his 
employ when die murder look place, and 
this is the first crime of (be kind i have 
been guilty of; and when I tell you nr, Uiai 
it is scarcely one year since 1 have been 
led astray, I suppose you will be surprised. 

My poor mother frequently said to me, 
When young, and when any person hud been 
guilty of such a dime, buy ch Id, they ai^e 
well guided whom G.id guides,” but G-.tl 
was not in all my thought.* at (hia time. 
Had I taken her advice, I sh uld never 
have been Where I now ain; but now il is 
mo late. One year ago I weDt tochuicn 
twice or three times every Sabbath, 
*nunned bad company, and evil of every 
k ml; but, unfortunately lor me, I wa* leu 
Irom one evil to another, out I at length I 
fell in with Town-end, who was the means 
of my ruin, Si the cause ot an gnoiaul youth 
imbruing his hands in an innocent man’s 
blood, and this when lie was asleep and 
under my protection; but I freely forgive 
linn, and every man, a* I hope to be for¬ 
given by my Saviour. I first neglected 
going to church, ptolaned the holy Sah- 
bi ll, fell in wnh wicked and bad company, 
wtio led me to houses of ill lame and t lienee 
to the gallows. 

I have made you* my confident in this 
confession, hecau-e G-id has made it my 
duty. I wi*h you io publish it on the day 
of my execution, and not before, in any of 
the papers you think proper, that young 
and old, rich and pooi, may lake waruing 
by me, and never come to (his untimely
